An influx of 18,000 people 
could be expected in Virginia 
Beach during the next 18 
months if everything goes 
according to plan. 

The plans are those of the 
builders in the city. 

Permits have been issued for 
6,266 housing units that must be 
under construction within the 
next year and a half. Virginia 
Beach has an average of 3.9 
people in a angle family home 
and 2.5 in a multiple family 
dwellii«. When these figure 
are multiplied, Virginia Beach 
will have 18,000 new residents. 

City Council issued use 
permits fqr 4265 multiple family' 
dwellir«s units in 1972. Builders 
hsve secured building permiU 
for 2576 units. A builder needs 
both of these permit before 

beginning construction, but has 
one year after the use permit is 
grsnted in which to secure a 
buildii« permit Construction 
must begin six months after 
issuance of the building permit. 

For construction of s sintfe 
fsmily home, a builder needs 
only to secure a building per- 
mit PermiU for 2001 homes 
were grsnted in 1972.

Neck Road, was chosen after a 
study elihilMted two other 
proposed sites. One in the area 
of Cape Henry, the other in the 
vicinity of Red Wing Lake and 
the municipal golf course. 

The Cape Henry site was 
eliminated because of a large 
system of eddies existing in the 
Atlantic Ocean along the shore 
between Cape Henry and Rudee 
Inlet, extending up to two miles 
off-shore.

Construction of the fallout 
system will require the in- 
stallation of approximately 
4,000 feet of line through 
existing right-of-ways on the 
Dam Neck base, almg the 
northern boundary of Lake 
Tecumseh 

Design of the plant is ex- 
pected to require a year, with 
another two years anticipated 
for construction. A number of 
interceptor lines to serve the 
[dant are already under con- 
struction, but it is expected at 
least four years will be required 
before ttie plant can be [daced in 
operatioo.

Probation given 
for selling drugs 



David J. Zackowski has been 
pla<^ on four years probation 
followii^ his conviction of two 
counts of sale of marijuana. 
Circuit Court Judge Robert S. 
Wahab, Jr., placed Zackowski 
on probation after suspending a 
four year sentence on the 
conviction. 

Judge Wahab upheld the 
recommendation of probation in 
a pre-sentence report on 
Zackowski following a plea 
from Assistant Com- 
monwealth's Attorney Paul 
Sciortino that he be imprisoned. 

Zackowski, 24, Temple, 
Penna., was convicted of two 
separate sales of marijuana to 
an undercover policeman while 
stationed in Virginia Beach as a 
serviceman. 

In reconi mending 
Zackowski's imprisonment 
Sciortino said, "Anyone who 
sells drugs should be in- 
carcerated, go to the peniten- 
tiary." Pointing to recent in- 
creases in drug trafficidng in 
the resort city as well as in- 
creasing number of drug law 
violation arrests, Sciortino 
indicated the failure to send 
those convicted oT drug law 
violations to prison is creating 
growii^ disrespect for the law. 

He said, "It's impossible to 
maintain credability with young 
people that using drugs is 
contrary to the law. They see 
people coming to court and 
going back on the streets, it's all 
just a big game to them. They 
just don't believe there's 
anything wrong with using or 
selling drugs. The only way to 
convince them is sentencing to 
the pennitentiary." 

Defense Attorney Lucien B. 
Cox, III. countered with, "Tlie 
greatest credability is a fair 
administration of 
justice,.... consideration of the 
individuals involved." He also 
pointed to Zackowski's entering 
college while awaiting a pre- 
sentence report following his 



conviction, and his not 
becoming involved with the law 
again. 

Judge Wahab indicated that 
his review of the case and 
material contained in the pre- 
sentence report resulted in the 
opinion that imprisonment of 
Zackowski would serve no 
purpose towards his 
rehabilitation.

'But of course,' director says

"Indeed so," says Sam Clay, 
director of the city's public 
litararies. 

Clay says that at one time 
they bought the same books for 
each of the four city's libraries, 
but no more. 

For instance; "At the 
Virginia Beach Branch, 22nd 
St., we find people who are well 
traveled, so the demand for 
travel books is great. Also here 
we carry a l(rt of cook books, art 
and music books. That's why we 
have our record collection 
here." 

The age level of the average 
22nd St. Branch reader is 
higher; the New York Times is 
popular here, Clay says. The 
■«iemand for non-fiction is 
greater than that of fiction or 
best sellers. It's also the largest 
in number of vdumes of the 
libraries. 

On the contrary, at Bayside, 
there's a real mixture of par- 
trrnis. 

"There's a good demand for 
everything, but there's special 
emphasis on reference here, 
where the Centralized 
Reference Collection is 
housed." 

Many students use this 
b-anch, Clays says. It's also 
where one finds the Braille 
service, and talking books for 
the handicapped. 

Tlie busiest Beach branch is 
at Windsor Woods. 

"This is known as the 
children's branch," Ctay says 
"The Urgest number of 
chil(fren come to this one, so we 
have the childrai's librarian 
stationed here." 

Young married couples make 
up the majority who frequent 
die Kempsville Branch, the 
newest in the city. 

"H«re we find a demand for 
books on gardening, home 
repairs and such." 

The beadi library is the third 
busiest in the state, following 
Norfolk and Richmond. 

"We feel we have a very 
young and professional staff." 
Clay says. "They're not 
tradition-bowd. But we also 
feel a deep commitment to 
provide service to ev«y citizen 
of aU ages." 



Clay says that the Beach is 
unusual in that it doesn't have a 
main library. He doesn't see the 
city developing into a 
traditional urban type city with 
a central core center. 

"There might be several 
urban centers. So what we see 
rather than the downtype main 
lilM-ary, is a central reference 
catalogue facility. We'll stick 
with the idea of neighborhood 
libraries." 

"You like that?" 

"Very much so." 

Clay says they're in the 
process now of wdering books 
that will be best sellers six 
months from now. 

"How can you determine 
that?" 

"We look f(H- the author - 
some always sell. We lot* to see 
if it's been picked up by the 
Book-of-the-Month Club. Then 
we lode for how much the 
publisher has spent on ad- 
vertisioa it- The subject is 
important too. Certain things 
like ecology, women's literature 
are selling now." 

Complaints of any books on 
the shelves are referred to a 
Book Reconsideration form. 
Clay says. The cmnplainant 
answers various questions. 
They take all these complaints 
seriously. The book in question 
is then read and a response sent 
to the individual. To date, it 
hasn't been necessary to 
remove any book fnxn a shelf. 

In g«ieral, Clay says there's 
a large demand for non-fiction, 
with a decline in requests for 
fiction- 

"Thwe's a great deal of in- 
terest in ARE (Association for 
Research and Enli^tenment) 
books. And we can't keep a book 
on the shelf if it involves 
astrdogy, occultism, Easton 
religions." 

Snce day came to the city's 
libraries, he's estaUished a 
pollqr that a book may be 
returaed to any of the four 
brandies no matter frmn whidi 
one it was borrowed.

A public hearing on the Bingo Bill, Introduced In the House 
of Delegates by Del. Lester Schlitz of Portsmouth, was held on 
January 24 Representatives from several churches In Virginia 
Beach were present to show their support for this legislation. 
Many of us in the Senate would like to find a way to make If 
possible for volunteer fire departments, rescue squads, and 
other charitable organizations to make money on such games. I 
support this leoislaflon, but I want to be sure that the criminal 
elements cannot get their hands on any part of the profits from 
Bingo lotteries and raffles conducted in the name of cnarities. 

NON-RETURNABLE CONTAINERS 

A public hearing on the Non Returnable Container Bill was 
also held this week, i introduced this legislation in the SerfaW 
because I believe that it will save the consumer mon'V; « w " 
cut down on the litter problem in the State, and it will help 
conserve some of our natural resources Last year, ♦»»• f'«»« *[ 
Virginia spent over one million dollars for picking up [Itter o" 
Interstate, primary and secondary highways. I believe that tfHf 
one million dollars could be spent in a more lasting way for 
highway improvements to help provide for safety and mobility 
in travel For example, the amount required for picking up 
litter in the past year would build nearly a quarter mile of rural 
interstate highway or about two miles of divided highway in 
rural areas. . ., ,. ., ^,,

passed in the State of Oregon last October I have been '" louich 
with the chief patron of the bill in Oregon, and >»• reports that 
the legislation so far has been working well and that citiian* 
already are seeing a significant improvement on their "reeri 
and highways The bill provides for a 5 cent refund on all b^r 
and soft drink containers, both bottles and cans, except for the 
standard returnable bottle which will have a '"•♦un^ value «»f 2 
cents. The standard type bottle would '"•f "<:• "»• "^2 "2 
required by the dealer, the reduction In the refund being 
decided upon to encourage this type of container. . 

Most dealers complained that while they did not mififl 
getting back bottles, they definitely did not want to h»ve to 
handle empty cans. As a result, provision was made for 
establishing redemption centers. These centers must provide a 
convenient service to customers for the return of empty 
beverage containers for specific dealers. Each dealer who is 
served by a redemption center may refuse to provide a refund, 
and may instead direct his consumer to obtain the refund at the 
redemption center. It is expected that this option will bt 
exercised mainly for cans, and only in the metropolitan areas. 
I want to thank the many citizens who came to the publ c 
Hearing and made statements in support of the Non ^Returnable 
Container Bill. The presentations were factual and Interesting; 
they contributed significantly to our case. The Committee win 
not act on the bill until Monday, January 2».

DELEGATE McCLANAN'S BILLS 

Virginia Beach Delegate Glenn AAcClanan's proposed 
amendment to the State's Sunday Blue Law was to come before 
a joint session of the Senate and House General Laws Com- 
mittee Tuesday afternoon. 

Delegate McClanan's bill (House Bill 1405) would require an 
employer to inform new employees whether or not they would 
be required to work on Sundays. If an employee is fired for 
refusing to work on Sunday and was not informed of the 
requirement at the time of hiring, the employer would be 
subject to a misdemeanor. 

Business which have established Sunday openings would not 
be subject to the McClanan proposal. 

Last week McClanan introduced two bills which could have 
far ranging effects in Tidewater. The first bill would limit the 
charges that one city could make to customers outside Its 
boundaries to 50 per cent above the amount charged within its 
own boundaries. . 

Among cities in the Old Dominion which are currently 
charging no more than 50 per cent atoove are Bristol, Clifton, 
Ashland, Bluefield, Stanton, and South Hill. 

The second bill provides that cities selling water and other 
,..ilities to non residents come under the control of the State 
jiorporation Commission. '« 

in T idewater, McClanan's bill would bring Norfolk under the 
State Corporation Commission.

"Birthright personnel will 
help arrange any financial, 
medical or religious assistance 
needed, as well as legal and 
adq)tive counseling.

Fotheringham explained 



Birthright founder Mrs. Louise 
Summerhill of Toronto, 
(Canada, felt a woman's nabiral 
instinct is to have the baby 
regardless of circumstances. 
Howev«-, the attitude of society 
toward unwed mothers is often 
one of ostracism and con- 
demnation. The woman is 
generally the sde victim of the 
situation as the fath^ escapes 
unscathed. 

Mrs. Summerhill felt the 
unwed mother "deserved a 
helping hand thrbugh 
pregnancy and in having the 
baby rather than having to 
resort to an abortion because of 
pressure from family and 
aquaintances." 

The (Tg^nization was founded 
four years ago in Toronto by 
Mrs. Summerhill with the 
contentim that "it is Uie right of 
every woman to give birth and 
the right of every child to be 
born," Mrs. Fotheringham 
explained. 

"We, in Birthright, don't feel 
the woman solves her problems 
by aborting a pregnancy." 

Many of the girls who call 
Birthright have aborted one 
[H'egnancy and are pregnant 
again. Some of the girls have 
become pregnant again by the 
same man who was responsible 
for the first baby. 

"Hie girls seem to learn more 
responsibility if they carry the 
baby to full term whether they 



"We try to give the sympafljy 
and understanding that the girls 
miss at home so they won't have 
to return to the man who got 
them pregnant in the first 
place," Mrs. Foterhingham 
commented. 

"The decision of many 
women, particularly young 
girls, to have an abortiot is 
based on the lack of knowledge 
on fetal development. It's a 
question of ignorance. Young 
people don't know what is in- 
volved. They wouldn't 

consider it if they knew the facts 
of fetal development."

She explained that the brain 
and heart (tf an eight weeks old 
baby are recordable. Slides, 
posters and other media 
available through Birthright 
show abortions by suctimis at 
eight weeks, a D&C abortion by 
salt poisoning at 12

"We've had more rqwrts of 
salt pdsoning which is an 
agonizing death for the baby 
although the Cesarean is worse

For instance, one girl living at 
home was told by her father to 
have an abwtion or move out of 
the house.

Continued family pressures 
caused her to begin seeing the 
married man who was the 
father oi her first baby and she 
became pregnant again. The 
second time she sought help 
through Birthright so she could 
have the baby. 




abortion also must be aware of 
"hijackers" in the abortiwi 
business. One young girl 
pregnant for the second time, 
told Birthright personnel she 
had flown to New York for an 
abortion the first time. It was 
arranged arranged through an 
area organization. Upon her 
arrival at the airport she was 
approached by a man who 
inquired if she were there for an 
abortion. Thinking he was from 
the agency to which she had 
been referred she went with him 
only to find herself in a room 
filled to over capacity with 
women waiting fn* abortions. 

"9ie told me theV were given 
numbers for the abortions. She 
was placed in a reclining chair 
to abort, was told to sit for an 
hour and was back home the 
same day. She became so 
depressed she had to seek 
professional help." 

The approximately 60 
volunteers in the local Birth- 
right chapter have been 
trained in the art of counseling 
through professional 
organizations such as Family 
Service and Catholic Family 
Serivce. The training consists of 
three evening sessions once a 
week. The new volunteers then 
work with senior counselors for 
on-the-job training. 

"Their function is quite dif- 
ferent than normal counseling 
as^ ^hey-- are Ihe middl e m e n 
between the girls and the ser- 
vices which can help them," 
Mrs. Fotheringham said. 
"Volunteers are from all walks 
of life and are selected because 
of a sincere desire to help 
pregnant girls." 



atmosphere as well as for 
prMection. 

If a problem of a client is so 
complicated the lay volunteers 
can no longer handle it they will 
send her to the most ap- 
propriate agency. "We have 
doctors, psychiatrists and 
social workers we can call on 
for medical assistance or in- 
de(rth counseling." 

Since founded by the Canadian 
housewife, 100 Birthright 
chapters or similar 
organizations may be found in 
Canada, United States, New 
Zealand,, England and 
Australia. 

Virginia chapters are located 
in Norfolk, Virginia Beach and 
Falls Church with others being 
planned in Richmond, Newport 
News and Roanoke. The 
chapters offer educational 
material on fetal development 
and abortions for use in schools 
and by other organizations. 
"Sex, should we wait" by Dr. 
J.C. Wilke introduces young 
people to attitudes one should 
take toward sex. It is available 
in book form, cassettes or 
records. "Handbook on 
Abortion" is also available. 

Birthright has been cirticized 
because abortion is not included 
as one of our solutions for 
solving an unwed girl's 
programs,'' Mrs. 
Fotheringham explained. "To 
us, abortion is not a positive 
soluticm but rather a negative 
one. It's an instant band-aid or 
pain killer to cover-up con- 
ditions which caused the 
pregnancy in the first place."

KempsviUe landmark is eligible for acqidsiu^ 
restoration, and repair through federal gra

WASHINGTON-The imoortance of the virginU Historic 
Landmarks CommissioD as a link between Vii^inia Beach tfforts 
to save historic sites and federal sources of funding was underlined 
last wedc at a Washington conference «rf historic preservationists. 

Federal law gives the VHLC power to decide which historic 
preservation projects in Virginia receive National Park Service 
grants and which properties are listed in the National Register of 
Historic Places maintained by the National Pait Service. 

At the conference Dr. Junius R. Fishbume Jr., VHLC executive 
directs, and hU assistant. Tucker Hill, heard federal officials 
explain the latest changes in the bureaucratic red tape of 
requesting grants. The conference was attended by similar of- 
fidals from ttte other states. 

At the same time, tiie VHLC announced ttat tiie historic 
Pleasant Hall house in KempsviUe has been added to ttie National 
Register. 

National Register designation makes Pleasant Hall eligible f or 
a federal grant of 50 p«r cent <rf acquisition, restoratira or repair 
costs, but preciouff few of the 5,000 listings in tiie National Registo* 
have be^ restored with federal funds. 

Since the 1966 passage of strong federal historic preservation 



Ikegislation, the WishartrBoitth House has been the only Virgima 
Beach property to receive assistance. That grant was for $3,000. 
from the National Registo- division of the National Park Service. 

National Register grants fall under a program comirietelv 
separate from ttie Federal Government's nearly 300 National Park 
system units. 

The VHLC was allocated only $195,000 in federal funds for fiscal 
1973 for surveys and planning as well as restoration and repair 
projects throughout Virginia. . 

Virginia pn^ubly will have a conparable sum to spend next 
year because Presid«it Nixon's fiscal 1974 iMjdget maintains 
National Park Service historic preservation at the 1973 level. 

The VHLC was allocated $96,000 in state funds for fiscal 1973 and 
$110,000 for fiscal 1974, Fi^bume told tiie Sun. 

In viiew of the relatively low level of state and federal support for 
VHLC, Fi^bume said some of his most important responsibilities 
are to be a "catalyst" for preservation activities and "to be 
available to make comment on preservation. 

Even without state or federal funds for repair and restoration, 
ttie National Register listing of Pleasant Hall as wel^as other local 
l^ces like Pembroke Manor, Old Donation Church and the Adam 
Thoroughgood house puts' symodlic weight of the tederai 
government behind local preservation ettorls. 

National Register listing also prevents alteration or destruction 
of listed historic properties by federally funded or licensed projects 



without National Park Service permission. 

Sea Robert Taft, R-(Miio, wouM add more teeth to ttie National 
Register. 

He has introduced a bill to forbid anyone— including private 
owners of historic piropertiei»— to alter or demolish National 
Register properties without Park Service permisssion. . 

Taft's bill also gives ttie federal government ri^t of flrst refusal 
to purchase historic buildings if Uieir owners desire to sell ttiem. 

Taft has introduced'a companion bill to provide tax credits for 
the expenss of maintaining the exterior appearance, and sbuctural 
soundness of historic buildings. ^' 

Taft and many persons at last week's confer«ice view historic 
preservation as a necessary part (rf urban planning. Leaders in 
ttie field said they don't want a proliferation of museums. They 
prefer to see historic buildings converted to useful modem pur- 
poses. 

That attitude helped iH-ing the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development into the historic preservation field during Oie 
past five years, but now it appears Uut HUD's direct participation 
is ending. 

The President last month imposed an 18-month freeze on most 
HUD programs and prq[>osed in his budget Uiat categorical HUD 
programs, including ttie historical preservation grant (rogram, be 
replaced by a special revenue sharing program. 

Unaftr revenue sharine^ histwic preservation projects would 




compete at die local level with such needs as water 
projects. 

Margaret Green, a HUD [H-eservation grants specialist at last 
week's conference told ttie Sun: "In that kind of confrontation, 
preservation is going to lose." 

Faced with the hard fact of ttie loss of a major preservation 
program if Coneress aooroves the HUD special revenue sharing 
program, historic preservationists more and more are echoing 
James Diddle, president of Uie Nati(ma1 Trust for Historic 
Preservation. 

The National Trust, a private organization chartered by 
Congress, mosUy offera advice rattier ttian money to govemmentB 
and groups interested in preservation. 

Diddle wrote in ttie December, 1972, issue of Challenge, a HUD 
magazine: "Althoi^h preserving, restoring and sometimes 
adopting hist(M-ic structures to today's needs are often major and 
expensive undertakings, they can— and very frequentiy are- 
accomplished through imaginative and determined efforts." 

He pointed out ttiat private citizens in Richmond undertook the 
restoration of the 19th century homes around historic St. J<4n's 
Church. 

Diddle emphasized that private bminess interests have reaped 
profite from preserved shops and restaurants in "Underground 
AtianUi," Larimer Square in Denver and Ghirardelli Square and 
Clannery Row in San Francisco.

Nudity ordinance touches 
topless, bikinis, literature

An ordinance passed by City 
Council Monday to prohibit 
"certain public nudity" became 
effective Tuesday and im- 
mediately an injunction was 
filed in court against its en- 
forcement 

The injunction was filed by 
attorney Joseph L. Lyie, Jr., mi 
behalf of the Jamaica Inn, one 
of several businesses in 
Virginia Deach which would 
have to discontinue use of 
topless go-go entertainers. 

The ordinance appears 
primarily designed to prdiibit 
the use of topless go-go dancers 
as a form of entertainment in 
Virginia Beach. It would not, 
however, ban the use of mide 
performers in productions in 
museums, concert halls, 
schools, etc., n<N- prohibit the 
showing of x-rated movies. But 
it would ban sale of magazines 
containing nude photographs 
and so-called "adult books" at 
newstands anywhere in the city 
including hotels and motels. 
When adced what ttie in- 
junction was based on Lyle said, 

"It'boils down to the contention 
that enactment of the (H^n^nce 
is an arbitrary awl capricious 
exercise' of tiie City's poUce 
power. In ttiat, one, ttiese people 
have been lawfully doing 
business in this identical 
manner for approximately two 
years Ucensed by the City; two, 
ttie intent of Uiis ordinance 
bears no relationship to the 
protection of ttie public morals; 



three^ it's unconstitutionally 
void for vagueness in ttiat if the 
man on the street reads it, it 
would normally be construed to 
prohibit many lawful activities 
such as the wearing of bikinis 
and low cut dresses; and 
finally, that it's discriminatory 
against a few who are being 
denied equal protection of the 
laws." 

Within minutes after passage 
of the ordinance attwney Calvin 
Spain, representing Jamaica 
Inn's application for a live 
entertainment use permit 
before City Council, said, "I'm 
sure it will be contested in 
court Most likely because of 
competition from similar en- 
tertainment in Norfolk and 
surrounding military bases. 

"The question arises," Spain 
added, "whether couficil has the 
ri^t to pass such an ordinance. 
Most attorneys will take the 
position ttiat council doesn't 
have this authority; it rests witti 
ttie State." 

Spain concluded, "I Uiink 
you're going to find this in 
direct conflict with Uie U.S. 
Supreme Court decision 
regarding California." This 
recent decision gave the opinion 
such performances could not be 
prohibited, but gave the 
California Alcidiotic Beverage 
Control Board authority to 
govern the method of presen- 
tation from the aspect of being 
lewd, obscene or dsorderly. 

The Virginia ABC Board is 
currently studying moves which 
would give it more contnd over 



topless go-go performances, 
through revisions of its own 

' regulations as well as amend- 
ments to t he Virgin i a State 
Code / 

A member of the Board said 
the agency hopes to receive 
assistance from an amendment 
to the State Code definition of 
dance halls, proposed by 
Virginia Beach Delegates BR. 
"Bev" Middleton and Owen B. 
Pickett 

The Board requested revision 
of the proposal to include public 
places "... where live en- 
tertainment is presented in- 
chiding specifically such as is 
commonly called strip-teasing, 
topless entertainers, and the 
like, or which has employees 
who are not clad both above and 

below the waist ". 

This would permit such en- 
tertainment in establishments 
licensed for the sale of alcoholic 
beverages, and thus place them 
under control of Uie ABC Board. 
When questioned as to 
whether the Board wants this 
responsibility one member said, 
"We will be obliged to have the 
final say even thou^ we are 
reluctant to do so because we 
are a liquor contrd agent, 
rather than a nudity conbtil 

lagent" 

Following passage of the 
ordinance City Council ap-

In six months of 1972, the 
Virginia Beach city schools paid 
$24,878.34, to repair glass 
breakage caused by vandalism. 

In August, 1971, the school 
system paid $7,274.40 to rq>air 
damage caused by vandals to 
KempsviUe Junior High School. 

In February, 1972, the school 
paid $7,835.02 to refurbish 
Malibu Elementary School, 
which was damaged by fire In 
that act of vandalism, $200 was 
recovered from parents of a 
child found guilty (rf vandalism. 

The Virginia Beach city 
schools spend an average of 
$50,000 per year repairing 
damage caused by minor 
vandalism. When and if it can 
^)e proved 4hal a ehtld caused 
the vandalism, the schools can 
recover a maximum of $200 
from his parents to pay for the 
damage. The $200 amount 
usually is negligible in 



defraying ttie cost of repairing 
the damage. 

Now, Mrs. Cecily MacOonald 
of Virginia Beach is working to 
change the state law limiting 
the amount recoverable from 
vandalism. She wants to see the 
maximum raised from $200 to 
$1,000. 

Mrs. MacDonald, who is 
chairman of the education 
committee of the Council of 
Civic Organizations of Virginia 
Beach, is helping Del. Warren 
Barry of Fairfax compile 
statistics for a new bill to 
amend the current stote code. 

Barry's House BiU 1339 has 
been printed and is due to come 
up in committee within the next 

few weeks, 

"The whde tiling is shocking 
when you stop and think ttiat 
this is going on all over the 
country or even just all over the 
state," Mra. MacDonald said. 



"This takes away from our own 
diildrea This limits what the 
stote and cities can put into the 
^educattonaTiiystem. T 

"If ttie limit is raised to $1,000 
maybe it will make the parento 
sit up and take notice. I ttiink 
the general public has ab- 
solutely no conception of what's 
going on with these acts of 
vandalism." 

Mrs. MacDonald said ttiat ttie 
Council of Civic Organizations 
has voted unanimously to 
support Del. Barry's bill. The 
Lake Shores Civic League and 
the Homestead Civic League, 
among others, have voted to 
stqiport the bill. The school 
board is also to favor of ttie bUl. 

A similar bill was dcAMtcd. 
last year because of lawyers' 
arguments that parents should 
not be held legally responsible 
for their children's actions,

Wells could relieve 
Beach home construction

The City Public Healtli 
Department has proposed the 
use of wells to revitolize the 
home building industry which 
has been at a virtual stondstill 
for several months in Virginia 
Beach 

Residential constirucUon 
halted whai Norfolk, which 
supplies water to Virginia 
Beach, placed a moratorium on 
new water connections. The 
action came during failure of 
the two cities to agree on terms 
of a new water contract 

Under tiie plan, single family 
and du|riex dwellii^ wouM be 
permitted to use a single wfeU as 
source of water while multi- 
family units, induding apart- 
ments, townhouses, and 
developments such as Green 
Run, would be required to 
develop a public water supply 
system. 

A public water supply system 



would be formed through a 
series of wells used in con- 
junction with each other to 
obtain the amount of water 
necessary to service multi- 
family developments. A water 
supply system becomes 
necessary when more than IS 
single family or duplex 
dwellings, or 25 people, wouM 
be supplied with wat«- from one 
well. 

These water supfdy systems 
would ronain the propo-ty of 
the developer, who would in 
turn seU water to consumers. 
However developers would 
have to agree, before they 
qbtoin approval for con- 
struction of any such system, 
the system's operatim wouM 
cease when it became possiMe 
to connect dweUings to the 
central water system serving 
the rest of the city. 

Single family and-or duplex 
dwel^ifi using weUs under tt^ 



|N-ogram would also be required 
to connect to a central water 
system when it became 
available. 

Before any wells are instolled 
in this program a permit would 
be required, to assure their 
operation would meet health 
standards. This wiU necessitate 
the submission of information 
completdy outlining location, 
instaUation and operation o( the 
weUs. Permite for weib serving 
single family and-or duplex 
dweUings wiU be issued by M J. 
Owens, City Healtti Depart- 
ment He nuy be contacted 
conceniing questions at 427- 
4261.

Three basic pupil shifts wiU 
take place next fall in Virginia 
Beach public schools to rc^ve 
overcrowding, E. E. Brickell, 
superintendent of schools, 
announced Thursday at a 
special School Board meeting. 
BrickeU said that the three 
plans are temporary measures 
which will be in effect only one 
year. 

To rdieve ova-crowding at 
Kellam High School, which had 
anticipated 2,800 students next 
school year, 300 rising lOth 
graders will remain at Plaza 
Junior High School instead of 
transferring to Kellam. 

Plaza Junior High is 
currently operating well under 
capacity, according to Brickell. 
The schod will have a capacity 
load of 2,172 studoits when the 
plan is put into effect 

BrickeU said that the plan 
would bring Kellam's 
enrollment down to 2,500 
students, which is 900 above 
capacity. 

The second pupil shift an- 
nounced by Brickell involves 
four elementary schools, the 
new Cdlege Park schod which 
WiU open in the fall, WiUiams 
Elementary, Woodstock 
Elementary and Newtown Road 
Elementary. 



Hie rising seventh graders 
from Newtown Road wUl be 
sent to Williams Elementary, 
leaving Newtown Road for 
grades one through six only. 

Cdlege Park area students 
who now attend WUIiams 
Elementary wiU transfer to the 
new Cdlege Park Elementary 
schod. Also, 50 students from 
Woodstock Elementary and 80 
students from the KempsvUle 
area wiU go to Cdlege Park. 
BrickeU said that the new 
schod could easily handle aU 
ttie transferred students. 

The third major shidoit shift 
announced by Brickell affects 
First Cdonial Hi^ Schod. That 
schod, which has a capacity d 
1,833, now has 2,291 students. 
The fall enrollment was 
predicted to be 2,906. 

Four hundred students who 
would have transferred to First 
Cdonial wiU instead attend 
Virginia Beach Junior High. 

Virginia Beach Junior wiU 
contain only eighth and nin^ 
grades and affected rising 
seventh graders wiU remain in 
Alanton, Trantwood, King's 
Grant and Kingswood 
Elementary Schools. 

The move wiU reduce First 
Colonial's anticipated fall 
enrdlment to 200 over capacity.

Margaret Rose "Peggy" 
Riley, a 21-year-old woman 
frmn Virginia Beach, wanted to 
do something rewarding with 
her newly-earned degree from 
Old Dominion University. 

She wajjted to find a career 
that would be personally 
satisfying and would offer her 
an equal opportunit>' to reach 
her fullest capacity. 

Peggy found exactly what she 
was looking for when she was 
chosen the first woman ever to 
attend Coast Guard Officer 
Candidate School for training in 
an active duty career. 

When Peggy signed the 
papers that will send her to 17 
weeks of training in Yorktown, 
she made history of sorts. 

The Coast Guard had never 
previously accepted women as 
officers, except in the reserves. 
Now, Peggy and five other 
women will become the Coast 
Guard's first female active duty 
officers. 

Officially, Peggy was the first 
woman to sign the papers 
joining the Coast Guard. She 
was followed by Sue Jennings, 
also from Virginiia Beach; amT 
four other women from various 



Coast Guard districts. They will 
attend OCS with 29 men, 

"We're part of an elite 
group." Peggy said recently as 
she talked about her new career 
while relaxing in the den ci her 
parents' home in Pembroke 
Meadows. 

"I won't be stationed on a ship 
at all, " she said. "They don't 
have women on ships yet, even 
though the Navy does. The 
Coast Guard uses many Navy 
facilities and whatever the 
Navy does, the Coast Guard will 
follow eventually." 

Peggy said she wants to be a 
pilot, although the Coast Guard 
currently has no female pilots. 
"I took the test for the Navy, 
too," Peggy said, "and 
qualified for NFC, which is a 
navigator bombadier, but they 
don't have women for that." 

Peggy was accepted by the 
Coast Guard, Navy and Army 
fw OCS Her father, a career 
Navy man, wanted her to join 
the Navy, too, after he 
recovered from the initial 
shock. Her older brother is now 
in the Navy and her younger 
brother plans to join soon. 

\Vhen Peggy completes her 
OCS training, she will outrank 



both of her brothers. Her father 
is a lieutenant commander. 

"But my brothers said they 
would refuse to salute me," 
Peggy laughed. 

Joining the Coast Guard was 
entirely Peggy's own idea. At 
first her father disapproved. 

"I came home and dropped 
this bombshell, and my father 
couldn't believe it. But then he 
started checking into it and 
decided it wasn't such a bad 
idea after all," she said. 

Peggy worked pert-time in a 
bank for three years while she 
was attending ODU. When she 
received her degree, the bank 
offered her a full time position 
as a teller. Peggy declined the 
offer 

"I couldn't believe it," she 
said. "Here I'd been at the 
bottom for three years and I'd 
still be at the bottom.-?' 

"I had spent all this time 



going to college and I wanted to 
do soiiiething that paid off - not 
so much financially, but 
something that would use my 
college training." 

Peggy was a history major 
and found that her degree did 
not offer her many op- 
portunities for a career other 
than teaching. 

"I didn't want to be a teacher 
at all," she said. 

Peggy laughed when asked 
about her championing of the 
cause of Women's Liberation. 

"I'm not a Women's Libber," 
she said. "In fact, my neighbor 
is always trying to get me to 
join NOW (National 

Organization of Women) and I 
won't do it." 

"I just want an equal op- 
porhmity to do a good job. And I 
enjoy being a girl," she said

It was at thli Hre that one realized how the 
women really b«d(UMlr men. Ignoring flying glass 
and the heatimd ^stif fling smoke, they stuck to 
their posts, hetoing the firemen in big ways, in little 
ways. When Champs, so close to the burning 
building it appeared in jeopardy, provided ham- 
burgers and COff^lor the firemen, it was the 
women who shuttled'back and forth to serve the 
food.

The Virginia Beach Medical Society U»k a strong, perhaps m- 
precedented. unified stand in opposition Monday to a proposed 
nwlth care facility sajinK it woiid "comivomise the care and 
Jec^rdite the health" of p«^ and threaten the development of 
General Hrapital of Virgiiua Beach. 

Such a ttand by the city's physicians prompted the developer's 
spokesman, Ed Brogan. to teU Qty Council, "It is ififffcult to op- 
pwe anrie pie and motherhood; this is the firrt Ume I've ever seen 
me medical iHirfessicn so active in zoning matters." 
"Ilie application in question was that of United Medical 
AMociafes, Ltd. for a 100-bed convalescent and auxiliary hoqiital 
facility on a 2.5-acre rite across First C(rionial Road from the 
General Hospital. Coincil agreed to refer it back to the Planning 
Commission. 

Opposition wi» voiced by the General Ifospital, represented by 
attorney Grover Wright, and Dr. Sterlii« Dekker, who said he had 
pwled n«irly every phyridan in Virginia Beach. 

Dr. Lawrence Smith, president-elect of the medical society, tdd 
wuncil his groif) considered the prt^sal "adverse to the welfare 
of the citizens of Virginia Beadj" because "(1) it offers limited 
services supplied by a ftill service ho6|Htal and (2) we fed that 
hospitalization in less than a full service hoqutal will compromise

proved Great Neck Land Use Plan, (2) it c ould not provid e required 
parking on ito "almost wall^-wall bulding on the site," (3) the 
pn^rty has not been adequatdy recorded (4 } it w otid increase an 

already overburdened traffic situation on First Colonial, (5) there 
is an kpparent undemonstrated need for such a fadlity in a kx»tion 
that would duplicate existing fadlities and (6) it would need a 50- 
foot right-of-way for ingress and egress off First Colonial which 
would fiirther limit the parking ana. 

Brogan. who introduced himself as co-owner of the property, 
reminded oouidl that the application had been apprtnred "in 1971" 
with a 25^foot right-of-way and he preferred that dedication instead 
of the 30 feet stipulated in the promt application. 

CouncH questioned why the earlier project had been dropped 
after its approval. Brogan said financing had been unavailaUe. 

Wri^t requested that the earUer application be made a part of 
the new site plan and, at Mayw Robert Cromwell's reminder, 
agreed to pay any fee involved in providii* the original plan. 

Later in the presentation Planning Director Charles Carrington 
referring to the Brst Nan retrieved from the lUes. said the original 
apphcaUon. approved in 1968. was "for a nursing home on theentire 
tract of land, about 4^ acres. It is now cut to about half that." 

When the application came before the Planning Commission, it 
w^presented by a Ray Draucker who said "As an auxiliary 
hospital, the facUity wiD be fidly equipped with spedaUzed 
treatmeirt rooms, operating rooms lor mimH* surgery, x-ray labs, x- 
ray facilities, pharmacy, phyricaLtherapy, etc." 

It was this modification to the niitsing hmne plan that faroi«ht 
opposition from the medical profession, daimii^ that du|riication 
of services already supplied by General IkMpital wodd lead to 
under utilization of fadUties available and increase paUent costs. 

Dr. Dekker. \riio anwared late last ywr in sif>port of the Ex- 
tendicare facility on Independence Blvd., which was approved by 



council, said that a poll of the physicims on that hospiUl showed 82 
per cent dth«- supfjorted it or were not opposed. On the present 
application only one phyridan (fid not take a position. Dr Dekker 
said, "and the 79 physicians polled voted uniformly to oppose this 
one." 

Dekker said the turnabout in the medical profession was "not 
inconsistent because both votes were made in the best interest of 
our patients. The physicians believe the future plans for a full care 
hospital by Virginia Beach General would be jet^rdized by this 
proposed facility." He asked council to heed the opinion of medical 
men "who daily see the needs of the people. " 

lliere was some concern fro..i council on the qualification of the 
apidying firm. Brogan explained that Dr. Ira Hancock, general 
practitioner in the Creeds area and jail physician, would be uie 
facility's medical director and that the firm's president is one 
James Henderson. miniMerof a Churchof God in Richmond. 

■niere was also concern, especiaUy from Coincibnan Charles 
Gardner, about why they applicants had not presented thdr plan to 
the Tidewater Regional Health Planning >>uncil for approval. "Hiis 
cocmdl is siipported by area dties as an advisory board on hospital 
needs. Brogan said, "I don't know why; 1 guess we thmi^t it 
wasn't necessary." 

Council, apparently mindful of other zoning decisions that have 
recently been reversed by coirt suits, was reminded again of this 
by Brogan who said, "I have still not heard one reason why this 
shouldn't be approved. It would not affect the Goieral Hospital and 
its denial would be discriminatory." 

Vice Mayor Rdd Ervin asked Brogan. "Woidd you be willii^ to 
modify the plans to have a well-run convalescent care facility?"

If you are a property owner in 
Virginia Beach and you have 
dtecovered that your property 
has-been reassessed at much 
more than its former value, you 
are not alone. 

Tlje Oty of Virginia Beach 

has reassessed all property in 
the dty (land and buildingi) for 
1973 and discovered that, on the 
average, all property has in- 
creased in value by SO per cent. 

The city recently mailed 
notices of reassessment t o all 
property owners in the city. The 
notices list the new fair market 
value (rf land and buildings and 
the former market value. These 
notices are not bills. 

But many residents have 
expressed confusion, shock and 
even anger over the new 
notices. To help property 
owners understand what the 
new reassessment means, 
Qyde N. Merritt, real estate 
assessor for the city, recently 
explained to the press, and 
thereby the people, what the 
new assessment is all about. 

Vm last land and building 
general assessment was made 
by the state in 1962 and 1963. 
Buildings have not been 
reassessed since 1963. The city 
reassessed land only in 1969. 
But no reassessments of any 



kind have been <Jkne since dien. 
The State Constitution requires 
U|pt prt^rfy assessm«its te' 
made every four years. 

Homes in many areas of the 
city (North Virginia Beach, 
Thoroughgood, Sandbridge, 
waterfront areas) jumped in 
value a great deal since the last 
assessment was made. 

Notices of reassessment 
which were mailed to 
homeowners show the new fair 
market value of the home. This 
is Ae price at which the 
hcmieowner could sell his home, 
according to the city. 

On the back of the 
reassessment form is a formula 
for computing the tax whidi 
homeowners may be required to 
pay in 1973. The key word here 
is "may" since the City Council 
must still set the tax rate for 
1973. Merritt said that all in- 
dications show that Council will 
probably kwer the tax rate for 
1973. 

Tax is paid using a 60 pa- cent 
tax ratio. This means that taxes 
are assessed on 60 per cent of 
the fair market value. 

The actual tax to be paid 
(based on the 1972 tax rate) is 
computed by multiplying the 
appraised value by 60 per cent, 
th«i multiplying that figure by 
the tax rate, which is based on 
$100 of assessed value. 



The tax rate for ttie various 
buroughs is: 
- Bayside, $2.15. 

Lynnhaven, $2.15. 

Kempsville, $2.15. 

Blackwater, $2.10. 

Princess Anne, $2.10. 

Pungo, $2.10. 

Virginia Beach Borough, 
$2.55. 

The rate varies from borough 
to borough because some 
boroughs pay an extra five 
cents for mosquito contrd. The 
Beach Borou^ pays extra for 
its own fire department and~ 
prior bonded indebtedness. 

Ibe reel estate assessor's 
office is currently holding 
hearings on the new tax 
assessmenta. Any property 
owner who does not understand 
his new assessment may call 
Clyde Merritt for an ap- 
pointment to discuss the ap- 
praisal. 

Tax notices will go out in 
May. to be paid by June 10. for 
the first half of the year's taxes. 
Notices for the second half will 
he sent in November to be paid 
in December. 

Merritt painted out that the 
city provides a tax relief 
program for the dda-ly which is 
handled through the city's 
Social Services department. 
MoTitt said that his office feels 
tkA enov«h people are aware of 



the program to take advantage 
of it. 

— "This is not a w^fare 
pn^am." Merritt said, "and I 
think these dderly people feel 
th«-e is some stigma attached 
to it. This is a legitimate tax 
rdief program provided by the 
city for those living on a fixed 
income."

VA-75'8 "Sunday Punchers" 
returned home after Vietnam 
duty tours which spanned 
nearly seven years.

Wayside intervenes suit 

Are topless go-go dancers 
endangering Virginia Beach? 



Impact loss may 
^prompt base^diools 



The question of whether 
topless go-go dancers endanger 
Virginia Beach received strong 
consideration in the first court 
test of the new "anti-public 
nodtty" ordinance passed last 
week by City Council, 

Circuit (ourt Senior Judge 
Robert S, Wahab. Jr., referred 
to any existing danger last 
Friday as he granted a 90-day 
teniporary restraining order 
against enforcing the or- 
dinance. Judge Wahab said. 
"I'm concerned with the in- 
trinsic validity of this ordiance. 
It appears in my own mind 
there is no immediate danger to 
the people of Virgini a Beach " 

Atlorhey LoweTT Clarke, 
representing the Wayside 
Restaurant, Military Highway, 
in a contesting of the ordinance 
inl'.S. District Court, Saturday 
said. "It is my intention to in- 
tervene in the suit in Virginia 
Reach on behalf of the 
Wayside." 

Shortly after Judge Wahab's 
action Federal Judge Richard 
R. Kellam declined action on 
the Wayside's suit, Clarke said 
Judge Kellam indicated to him 
he felt the State Court, Virginia 
Beach C ircuit Court, has taken 
jurisdiction and therefore 
dismissed the suit.

year he has experimented to 
determine if topless go-go 
dancers did indeed affect his 
business gross receipts. 
Wilkinson said that when 
dancers who were not topless 
entertained his business 
declined considerably. He also 
cited his proximity to a number 
of Norfolk places offering 
topless entertainment, and 
feared if he ceased the at- 
traction his patrms would leave 
his l ocation in favor of those. 
Wilkinson cited 14 such 
locations In Norfdk and two 
others that he knew of in Por^ 
(mouth. 

In considering this question 
Judge Wahab said he was of the 
opinion " .enforcement of the 
ordinance would result in loss of 
(the Jamaica Inn's) business to 
15 or ifi competitors." He ad- 
ded, "This type of en- 
tertainment is not going to 
endanger the welfare or mwals 
of the City anymore than in the 
past year." 

Judge ^^'ahab referred to the 
ordinance not pertaining to 
ballet presentations.

W.C. (Dan) Daniel, D-DanviUe, 
U. first elected in 1968 to 
represent Virginia's Fifth 
Congressional Distrk:L 

The Junior Danld is Rep. 
Robert W. Daniel Jr., R-Spring 
Grove, elected in 1972 to 
represent the Fourth 
Congressional District, in- 
cluding the Virginia Beach 
boroui^ of Pungo, Blackwater 
and Princeas Anne. 

Partly because he's a 
Virginian. Daniel. M, is the 
freshman congrisam«i chosen 
by the House Republican 
leadership to read George 
Washington's famoTis 
"Fafewdl Address" before the 
House of Representatives on 
Monday. The reading is the 
long-standing traditional way 
Congress celebrates 
Washington's birthday. 

One of the first dozen bills 
Danid has co-sponsored would 
make Washington's boyhood 
home In Fredericksburg, Vs., a 
natiraal monument. 

Having served in Congress a 
month and a half, Daniel 
already has established himself 



as a flscal conservative and an 
advocate of a strong national 
defense. 

He said in an interview that 
he soi^ht an Armed Services 
Committee slot because of the 
"Ug military presence in the 
distrletr'and"myo«m intereatln 
drfense." 

Daniel didn't ask to be placed 
on the House Agriculture 
Committee, despite his strong 
personal Interest in farmhig. He 
Is ownff of Brandon Platn- 
tatlon, one of Southside 
Vbi^la's major agricultural 
enterprises. 

"I am going to try to 
minimize sreas of potential 
conflict of intereat in my 
business snd votes up hn-e, so I 
didn't think it was appropriate 
for me to be on the com^iittee 
where agriculture legislation 
originates." he said. 

Discusring issues that have 
emerged in the opening weeks 
of Genp^ess, Daniel saki be 
voted to reinstate the $255 
million Rural Environmental 
Assistance Program (REAP) 
which the Administration 
eliminated. He voted with the 
majority on a 251-142 vote 
on REAP last week,, a 
vote some people have called 
the first "batUe" In a 
"war" between President 
Nixon and Congress over 
spending of fedaral funds. 

Daniel voted for compromise 
amendment which woidd have 



funded REAP at $140 million. It 
was defeated, »7 apinst and 
176 for. 

Despite his desire to keep 
spending down, Daniel said he 
voted to reinstate REAP 
because the Department 
A^icultaire last fall tdd farm- 
ers $140 million would be 
available for the program. 
"People had made plans based 
on it, and it certainly in no sense 
taKileates any opposition on my 
part to the Presldmf s goato of 
some fiscal sanity," he said. 

Daniel sakl his vote last week 
"is no guarantee of what I'm 
goii« to do if it tranflftes into 
snother issue sucb as 
presidential veto, if the lines are 
drawn more on the grouMta of 
everything being constrained. 

"We have to have this con- 
straint tePre^dent Ifdks about. 
Tlie present proframs un- 
constrained would have had a 
signifiGant tax increase made 
necessary by 1975. Projects Uiat 
people like and are of them- 
selves good have to be con- 

"I've be«i v«7 gratified 
when back in the district talking 
to people, they realize duit their 
favorite thingi are going to be 
pared down." 

He added, however, that "it 



would be dangerous to cut the 
defense budget" 

On other isnies, Daniel said 
he opposes giving amnesty to 
Vietnam War draft reaisters. "I 
thtak if Americans stood by 
their country, were killed, 
wounded, captured, held 
priscNier, I don't favor any in- 
dulgencea for those who bugged 
out." he said.

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Buying a fire extinguisher is l\ke buying insurance. You're 
paying for something you hope you'll never have to use. 

But buying the actual extinguisher is only half the battle 
ltn<wii«hwtoSntfwliMttriaeltUiequ»Il7iinportairt. — 

There are all kinds of fire extinguishers. Some use plain water, 
others use chemicals and still others use various gases. Most fire 
experts claim the best Icind of extinguisher for the home is the 
"ABC all purpose" unit which uses ammonium phosphate to 
smother the flames. 

The letters denote the kind of fires an extinguisher can handle. 
"A" flres are common comlxistibles such as wood, paper and cloth. 
"B" fires are those invdving flammable liquids and grease. "( " 
fires are those caused by faulty elecbical circuits. So, an AB( 
extinguisher will work on all three types of fires. 

For home use, the fire experts recommend a five-pound AR( 
init. This irovides enough chemical to handle most small fires. 
You slwuldn't attempt to fi0it big fires with an extinguisher. The 
best thii% to do with a fast-spreading fire is to get out and call the 
fire department. If you have a large, fancy fire extinguisher, you 
mi^t be tonpted to stick around and i^y fireman. It could be 
lethal. 

Extinguishers ttat use plain water are only good on tjrpe "A" 
fires (wood, pap«-, cloth), lltey won't work on grease fires in the 
Utdwn (water makes grease qdatter and spread). They won't 
work on dectrical fires (you could end up with a new stiff hairdo). 
Water cxtlnguiBberB are much heavier than comparal^ chemical 
units and are harder to lug aroimd. 

Prices for the ABC all-purpose extinguishers range around $18 
for the five-poand, standard home model. These extinguishers 
empty fast— wiOiin 10 seconds. So you've got to be practiced in 
hsndUng them. Otho^vise you might be aiming in the wrong 
direction airi waste half the spray before you even touch the fire. 

Fire marshals advise homeowners and apartment renters to try 
out a new fire extinguish^' a cou|de of times even if you have to 
waste some chemical diarges. This way, whoi a real fire comes 
along, you'll know how to put the extinguisher to quick and ef- 
fective use. 

The extinguiaho- business is quite competitive and prices have 
been coming down. You can ^t a small extinguisher for your car or 
boat for around $9. But don't get the little aero60l<an ex- 
tinguishers. They won't have sufficient capacity to do much good. 
If ^ extinguisher doesn't have an Underwriters Laboratory ( IJ-L ) 

blem, dont get it. 

The best place to put an extinguisher is in, or near the kitchen. 
This is where most daytime fires start. Grease is otten the culprit in 
a kitchen fire and you have to be most careful in handling it. If the 
bumii% grease is in the oven, just slam the door and it will usually 
suffocate itself. If if s on the open range, put a pan covo: or a wet 
towel over it to smother the flames. 

Never try to pick up a kitchen utensil with burning grease. You 
might spil] it and cause the fire to spread. Also, never stick burning 
grease under the faucet. Water will make it splatter all over the 
l^ce. ¥/hen you aim your ABC chemical extinguisher at a grease 
fire >r any bunUng liquid), stand back about sbc feet. Otherwise 
Uie pressure will tend to spread the fire around.

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Libraries switch to computers 



The friendly neighborhood 
IwUic library is now going the 
way of big business - to com- 
puters. But rather than 
becoming more impersonal, the 
libraries hope that the com- 
puter will help them luiow their 
patrons even better. 

Th^ big switch to computers, 
vMcn is now in progress at all 
Virginia Beach branch 
libraries, will help the library 
staffs Iceep better tracic of their 
patrons, build up their boolc 
collections, keep their files 
current and Hnd out who reads 
what. 

"The benefits of the new 
system are mainly internal, but 
we feel our patrons will benefit, 
too," said Mrs. Michele Leber. 
Virginia Beach branch 
librarian who is acting as 
publicity director for the 
project. 

Marcy Sims, the Bayside 
brandi librarian, is directing 
the changeover to computers 
wifii the help of the data 
processing system at the 
Courthouse. 

Essentially, all library 
patrons will b« asked to visit 
any branch library within the 
next six to dght months to fill 
out a new, more detailed 
registration card. The card is 
irimple, and will contain the 
patron's name, address, 
telephone number and social 
security number, if applicalde. 

"We're not asking our patrons 
to nidi right down this wedt and 
re-register," Mrs. Leber said. 
"We just want them to come in 
at their convenience to fill out 
the new card." 



Mrs. Leber said that patrons 
will not be issued new library 
cards. Instead, e^dsting carcte 
will be marked with a sticlcer 
when patrons re-register. 

The idea b^ind the shift to 
computers is to help the 
libraries keep Uieir patron lists 
current. 

Previously, library cards 
were issued at branch lib -artes 
and by the BookmolHle. Patron 
information for the cards was 
kept on file at each branch 
library and at the Processing 
Center at the (ourthouse 
Complex. 

The process worked fine until 
a librarian at one branch 
needed to check on patron in- 
formation at another branch. 
And it didn't work at all if the 
information was needed after 
the Processing Center closed at 
S p.m. (branch libraries are 
open until 9 p.m. on most 
evenings.) 

Now, information will be 
taken from the new cards and 
recorded on the computo- at the 
Processing Center. Each two 
weeks, each branch library and 
the Bookmobile will receive a 
printout listing all new patrons 
at all branches. Hie patron list 
will be updated every two 
months. 

After a patron re-registers, 
his card is valid for one year 
from the month of issue. He can 
renew his card each year. If the 
card is not renewed for two 
years, Uiat patron's name is 
automatically erased from the 
computer list. 

"We know that we have 



issued over 100,000 library 
cards." Mrs. Leber said. "We 
ask our patrons to notify us of 
any change of address, but we 
know many of them don't. Until 
now. we had no idea how many 
active and inactive patrons we 
had." 

The computer will also help 
tell the library staffs what kinds 
of books their patrons are 
reading. The new cards will 
contain statistical information 
which wiU help the libraries 
build up their Ixwk collections in 
accordance with patron reading 
preferences. 

Library staffs should also be 
able to keep better track of 
overdue book charges Mrs. 
Ldi)er said. 

Also. Mrs. Leber said that the 
libraries had received com- 
plaints from married women 
who were asked to put their 
library cards in their husbands' 
names. 

With the new system, married 
women will be asked to put their 
cards in either their own or 
their husbands' names.

Citizens to have voice 
in development of city

Hw City of Virginia Beach 
wants to And out from the 
dttzras exactly what kind of 
city they woidd Vkt to have, ac- 
corifing to Charles Carrington, 
the city's director of plannii^. 

Carrii^too tdd the members 
of the Virginia Beach 
Development Council Tuesday 
that Uie city will start a major 
goals program soon to d^er 
mine what the people wairt in 
Vii^nia Beach. 

AftH- ascertaining wHhat the 
people want, the dty govern- 
ment will start an intensive 
long-range program of im- 
plementii^ the goals indicated 
by the public. 

"I'm a professional planner," 
Carrington said, "but I can't 
|dan a city imtil I know what 
kind of city we want If I were 
an ardiitect and you UAi me to 
buikl a house, I coulcta't buiM it 
until you tdd me how many 
bedrooms you wanted, whether 
it would be one story or two, and 
other guidelines. 

"Planning is what we don't 
have now. This is what we're 



trying to correct," Carrtagton 
continued. 

He said that an orderly 
pngttukn plan woukl fiirt set 
reaaooable iP»ite wMch couM be 
accompliiriied in 10 to 20 yean. 
The goals woidd be defined 
throu^ a statement of ob- 
jectives or development plan 
wUch could be imptemeirted in 
10 to 15 years. A comprdiensive 
plan of strategieB, which could 
be put Mo effect in Una to Ave 
years, would ascertain 
priorities. These priorities 
wouki be defined in an annual 
devekipment ptan. 

"Of coun^ all of these plana, 
both kag-ferm and short-rai^, 
mmA &e flexible," Carrington 
siM. "This project wiU be 
launched at mid or early 
sinuner as the city manager's 
flaa" 

Carrington emphasized that 
the major endeavor at this time 
will be bo determine what kind 
of city ttie citizens want 

To find out, Carrington 
proposed using either a citizens 
ccmmiteee or a questionnaire 
or both to define citizen goals to 
city officiate. 



The first step in ertabUshii« a 
long-rai^e plannii^ guide 
wouU be flie ineparatkn of a 
State of the City report. 
Carrington sirid that the report 
woidd be compiled in the near 
f^taire and woiid indicate the 
onrent status of aU dements in 
the commuraty goals program. 

Carrington also said that 
Vir^nia Beach has been in 
contact witti other dtiea around 
ttie country wMch afareecty have 
long-range goals programs. 

"We are not stealing goals or 
plans from ttiese ottier cities, 
but rather kioking at bow they 
approadied ttie iHHiblem," he 
said. "We want to learn trcm 
their misUkes." 

Carrington poiirted out that 
the most important dement of 
die new goal plan is person-to- 
person contact bdween the 
people and ttieir city govan- 
ment He also said that all 
(aspects) of the city- 
recreation, transportation, 
employment, education, in- 
dustrial devdopment-would be 
considered hi planning long- 
range goals. 



Virgiiua BeadiCity Manager Roger M. Sc(At 
said Wednesday he has offered Nwfolk City 
ManagN- G. Robert House, Jr., a new water 
contract proposal which should warrant that 
city's approval.' 

In outlining ttie contract Wednesday Scott 
said it "...meets all three of Norfolk's previous 
stipulations. One, to allow them to maintain their 
present levd of income; two, provides a 20-year 
contract; and three, places no additional burden 
' on Norfolk taxpayers or water users for the 
syrt«n to ^neet Beach needs." 

Scott aidded, "Speciflcally we would ^ pay 
Norfdk 42-cents p«r thousand gallons for the 
first six Ullion gallons of water annually. 36- 
cents per ttmusand gallons for the next eight 
billion gallons annually, and 2S-cents per 
thousand gallons for all over 14 billimi gallons 
anmulty. 

"This would guarantee Norfolk," Scott 
continued, ^'sufficient mmey to make the 
desired $30 million improvements to their 
syston, and interest costs which would include 
another $15 millioa This rate structure over the 
20-year period will supply Norfolk enough money 
to cover all these costs." 



Scott said, "This contract, we bdieve, also 
meets Oie goals set up by Virginia Beach for 
these^ negotiations. To acquire an adequate 
wato" supply, to retain the cterges now made I9 
Norfolk to Virginia Beach citizens as a 
maximum charge to our customers, to create no 

major financial deficit for Virginia Beach, and to 
acquire our own distribution system," 



"We think tMs is a contract 
offer that is both ^ood for 
Norfolk and Virgima Beach," 

Scott summarized the pr(q;>08al with, "We 
think this is a contract offer that is both good for 
Norfolk and Virginia Beach, and we certainly 
hope Norfolk will find it acceptable." 

The proposal was delivemi to House Wed- 
nesday following a two-hour closed-door 
executive session on tiie watei; contract 
negotiations by Virginia Beach City Council

As the ckick ii»ide BuiMing 
LP-1 at Norfolk NAS diowed 
midnii^ last Tuesday night a 
steady rain, whidi had fallen 
nearly all nij^t, ended in a 
prelude to ttie return of enemy 
heU American Prisoners Of 
War. 

Captains Ja«miah A. Den- 
ton, Jr. . and James A. Mulligan, 
Jr., botti of Vh^inia Beadi, 
along with Lt Cmdr. Paul E. 
Gdanti, of Richmond, were 
retumii^ Uf their loved ones 
af t«r years of confinement. 

About 12:30 i.m. Wednesday 
a.crowd of wen wishers began 
gattiering to take up a two how 
iri^ in ttie damp, wind-chilled 
n^t air to witness die men's 
reuBoo witti tti^ families. 

As ttie group grew Itrger ttiey 
began diatting quietty witti 
each other, and displaying 
handmade banners of greetings 



for ttie retundng m«i and flags 
to demonstrate their 
patriotism. 

The first significant sign ttiat 
ttie kng years of anxiety-filled 
waiting were ending was ttie 
appearance of a fleet of 
chaufer-driven cars which 
would tranqiort ttie retundi^ 
POWs and ttirir families to 
quartors especially prepared 
for them at Portnnautti Naval 
Hospital 

TaxB was shortty followed by 
sealing off IP-l's main en- 
brance as a security area, a 
rignal ttiat next of kin were 
secretty beiiig hosted nearby to 
await the reunion. 

Monocnts before the arrival of 
ttie plane carrying DetAaa, 
Mulligan, and Galanti ttie 
await^ croMi began ska^ng 
ttieir feelings of patriotism and 
joy. Their (^erings bichided 



sdections such as "God Bless 
America", "America The 
Beaijltiful", "Onward Christian 
l5(ri(fiers", and "Battte Hymn of 
ttie RepubUc" 

The giant MiUtary Airlift 
Command C-9 Jet, ap- 
propriately named "The 
Nightingale", first appeared as 
a brigU stor slowly descending 
from ttie heavily overcast sky. 
Well wiriiers burst forth witti 
cheers and applause as the 
itone began ta^ii^^shape as 
landing 1^^ vere turned on. 
The sounds of joy grew louder 
as "The Nightingale" landed at 
2:35 a.m.

The wives of three former 
POWs who returned home last 
Wednesday morning say their 
husliaiMds are most concerned 
with reestablishing personal 
relationships with their 
families, changes in attitudes of 
ttie Cattiolic Church, staggering 
increases in drug use, and 
growing dissention among the 
American people. 

This opimon was expressed 
la^ Friday by Jane Denton, 
Louise Mulligan and Phyllis 
Galanti only two days after 
lieing reunited with their 
huriiiands foilowii^ seperations 
of some seven years. 

Captains Jo^miah A. Den- 
ton. Jr., and James A. Mulligan, 
Jr., botti of Vii^biia Beadi, as 
weU as Lt Cmdr. Paul E. 
Galanti of Richmond were 
reunited with thdr families 
aftnr being omfined in Viet- 
nimese prison (»mps. 

When i^ed wtat diai^es in 
ttie American way of life during 
ttie past sevoi years captured 
ttie attention of their hisbaiMls 
Mrs. Mun^n repUed, "The 
CalhoiK Churdi has been a big 
shdck." She apparenUy was 
referring to the Church's 
change in attitude, towards 
acoe^nce of practicing birth 
contrd, as well A iitter-fatth 
marriages, and that Heaven is 
open to all rehgious faitiis. "I 
guess." she »ided, "he's ready 
to aoeept it now." 

Mrs. Denton said, "There are 
90 many chaises it woiM be 
hard to dtetii^uiah one He is' 
very co nce m e d about fte ibug 
problems here. He was 
(faappMutad when he learned of 
it"

"The overwhelming thing for 
Paul is just the fact to be free. 
He was quite taken back with 
women's liberation. I've 
become more aggressive.

Concerning Mulligan's 
fellings his wife Loiuse said, 
"He would like to see this 
country unite again. If it is 
united ttirough Uie return of 
ttiese prisoners then so l>e it. 
Now is ttie time fmr everyaie to 
come together again, we live in 
a great country." 

On tlw point of reestablishing 
family /relationships Mrs. 
Denton |aid ttiis was ttie most 
important topic of discussion. 
She added. "I don't ttiink we 
will have any problems. What 
amazes me so much is how 
sensitive he is to ttie chiMren. 
He goes right dovm the line and 
semM to say exactly what ttiey 
want to hear." 

This personal relationship 
perhaps was of most concnn to 
Phyllis Galanti. While she and 
Galanti have been married nine 
yeare, he spent U* last seven of 
ttiese in a POW camp. When 
asked hgw she viewed her 
marriage she said, "It's so 
much b^ter now ttian if we had 
be«i together ttiose nine years. 
I'm not even gding to regret the 
time we have mi^ed togetlier." 

As far as making plans for ttie 
futore Louise Mulligan said, 
"We've ^t been too preoc- 
cuptod estoUohii^ our family 
relattonriiip a^in. We both feel 
it's importont Iw reestatdish his 
role."

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Variable Beach climate 
CTeates soil problems ~^

Have you noticed the leaves of 
your boxwoods turning a 
yellowisii-orange lately? We 
did, so a call to Randy Jackson, 
the new VPI Extension hor- 
ticulhirist, was in order. 

"Be down Uiis afternoon to 
take a look," said Randy, 26. 

He did just ttiat • came down, 
snipped a leaf or two to take 
back for further analysis. 

That's the kind of interested 
service the public receives fr«n 
the VPI personnel. 

And while Randy has a very 
tight schedule, and can't always 
respond so quidcly to phone 
calls for help and information, 
he does take a perscmal interest 
in all horticulture proUems. 

An affinity for things of the 
soil would come naturally to the 
former farm boy, raised on 250 
acres back in Pleasantville, 
Indiana. ' 



"It's a small community," 
Randy said, "maybe 7S to IOC 
people. There wer« 17 in out 
, graduating class and we had the 
same teachers that our parent! 
did." 

Randy earned a B.S. degree 
from Purdue Unlvereity, 
majoring in horticulture. 

He was in the US Navy four 
years, aboard tiie USS Barney, 
with a home port in Norfolk. 

"I was hicky - 1 love to travel, 
and we had three cruises to the 
Mediterranean." 

He remained in the area to 
accept the poaitton with VPI 
Extei^on in a field that he 
knows and toves - horticulUire. 

He compares the climate of 
Ms native Indiana with that of 
Tidewater: "You have many 
more problems here with the 
soil because of the variable 
climaie." 

"When you have four or five

days of warm weaUier, Uie 
friants will bud, the bulbs start 
to grow. Then along comes a 
frost, ami it may not kill the 
(tents, but you'll get leaf burn, 
bud drop." 

In fact, at Aragona Village, 
where Randy qtoke last week to 
a garden club, he said he 
noticed ttiat nardssus bulbs 
wa% in bloom, and this in spite 
of ttK freedng weather. 

"The heat builds up at the 
foundation of a house, where 
most homes have a great deal of 
mulch in the flower beds. The 
houw reflects the heat and the 
plants begin to grow." 

This is unfortunate, but a 
result of the variable climate. 

He recommended removing 
dead debris from (riante and 
trees, and clearing areas where 
there's a heavy accumulation of 
leaves. 

"They can be a great source 
of spreading fungus. Of come, 
it's best to clean up the leaves in 
the Pall and not let them ac- 
cumulate," he said. 

In demand as a speaker, 
Randy qwke yesterday to the 



Senior Citizens Club on the 
"Care of House Plants." 

"I advise everyone to leant 
all they can about their plants. 
Get a book from the library. The 
greatest fault is underwatering 
and overwato-ing." 

For instance, the zebra plant 
requires a high degree of 
humidity, he said. There riiotald 
be about 2 inches of gravel ia 
the bottom of the container and 
the water placed over the 
gravel. 

Randy also tatted to some 2M 
studenU at Friends School, 
advisii^ Uiem to plant trees as 
a combatant to poUution. 

"The trees absorb ttie carboa 
dioxide and give off ox^en," hi 
said. 

This talk to the students wai 
in connection with Arbor Day. 

"By ttie way," we„ asked 
Randy, "when is Arbor Dayt 
Everyone s«em8 to have a 
different opinion." 

Randy laughed. "It's really 
any day in February you want 
to make it The important tMof 
is Just to go ahead and |dant that 
tree."

The Virginia Beadi Erorion 
Commission Tuesday decided to 
launch a ix*opam at tiruck 
hauling sand to build up resort 
strip beaches for the fast ap- 
|M-oaching tourist season. 

Commissioners decided to 
attempt to haul sand from the 
Rudee Inlet sandtrap to 
replenish the nertiieni end of 
the beach betwen 40tti and 50th< 
Streets. The sand would be 
removed from the sandtrap 
through a drag line operation. 

It was decided to renegotiate 
competitive bids of nearly 11 
months ago on such a pn^t, to 
determine if the work could now 
be done at the same price of- 
fered in biids at that time. The 
low bid received then quoted a 
inlce of $2.09 per cubic yards of 
mataial. It has been estimated 
that some 10,000 cubic yards irf 
material could be obtained 
through tills type operation. 



operations by the V.S. Army 
Corps of En^neera. 

According to Banbury 
McLeskey's rductanoe results 
from ttie recoit placement of 
some 30,000 cubic yards of 
material on his property above 
ttie 35,000 ctibic yards agreed to 
in 4ii8 offering the spoil area, 
McLeskey reportedly now 
daims ttw sand belongs to him, 
and he will not release any sand 
ujQless agreed is made to 
replace the same amount 
removed.

Brickell said. "And we even had 
a ovsh program in which we 
could begin kindergarten in 
Iflfra." 

"But if we are able to get full 
funding, we should proceed 
immediately with 1973," 
Brickell continued. "If we have 
to do it to take advantage of 
funding, we will for 1973," he 
said. Bridcell also told the 
board that it might cost as much

as $2.5 million to start kin- 
dergarten classes this year.

In other business, the board 
received a report from Brickell

The City's plan to dredge an 
access channd throu^ Lake 
Rudee to ttie Eureka Brick Site 
apparently cleared its last 
hurdle Tuesday. The Virginia 
Beach Wetlands Board ap- 
(Toved &B plan, on grounds of 
exemption from ttie federal 
Wetlands Act under Uie 
"grandfather clause" of Uie 
law. 

The plan calls for the 
dredging of approximately 
147,000 cubic yards of material 
(or replenishment of the resort 
strip beach between 8th and 
17tti Streets. It is anticipated the 
project win be completed by 
July 1st. Cost is estimated at 
$60,000.

ttie July 1 , 1972 enactment of the

Quiet thoughts 

Overwhelmed by feelings of graUtude and 
reuef, the American people last week joined in a 
celebration of life. 

Some cried, some screamed some laugl^ed 
iQ^taically, asthe first rereasefl. prisoners stepped 
off the aircraft. At least one, stunned by the 
momentous significance and dulled by the depth of 
awa|%ness was frozen into quiet thought. 

Amaze^ that some had survived such conditions 
fOT so long; proud that they could salute and 
believe; grateful that there would be no more like 
them; releived that the fear could be forgotten. 

Angry that such a war could be possible; bittef 
that so many suffered; frustrated that my power 
was so limited; frightened that like could be so 
tenuous. 

A celebration of life for some; a com- 
memoration of death for some. 

And for others, another moment added to the 
continuum of uncertainty. 
, Some 50,000 Americans have died in the last 
decade of the Vietnam War ; 143 have been released 
from prisoner of war camps. But over 1300 are 
missing in action. 

Tlie fate of over 1300 men is unknown. Do we 
grieve their death? Do we pray for their life? Do we 
hope for their return? Do we celebrate or com- 
monorate — or do we just wait? 

I want to be able to rejoice in this current 

^celebration of life. I want to mourn the deaths of so 

many. But stunned by the momentous significance

So I sit. I try not to be bitter. Quietly, I too, am 
overwhelmed by the enormity of a war.

After two city appropriations had been ap- 
proved recently for cultural groups~$3,200 to the 
City ChcHiis (in lieu of prior loan) and $3,000 to the 
Civic Orchestra - Mayor Robert Cromwell asked 
City Manager Roger Scott what had become of the 
Arts and Humanities Commission proposed by the 
\nrginia Beach Development Council. One of the 
ions of this commission would be to handle 
such requests, and determine the needs, for 
recommendations to council. 

fSr. Scott explained that some of the larger 
cultural groups seemed hesitant to support the 
commission following the initial puUic forum last 
February. He said it was possible the commission's 
respmsibilities might be absorbed by the Chamber 
of Coinmerce. 

The Arts and Humanities Commission was and 
is a sound proposal. But it hasn't had a fighting 
diance. Loud voices apparently blocked it from 
coming before council, shifted it under the auspices 
of the Chamber ; a way of getting a good idea off the 
bodes. 

Congratulations to Mayor Robert Cromwell for 
asking that the Arts and Humanities Commission 
propceal be placed on next week's City Council 
ageixla. The cultural development of this city is not 
th e responsibility of the chamber; placing it tiiere 
is not an acceptable compromise. 

Tliere may be \md voices in the large groups. 
But the many voices of the thousands who par- 
ticipate in the numerous smaller groups can be 
equally loud. Let them now be heard. This city 
desperately needs a commission to bring together 
its cultural efforts.

TTie com- 
mikiity center is contingent upon the a^jroval of 
the 1973 Charter Bond Issue, a $7 million issue 
wWch has not bee authorized by City Council.

REPORT FROM SENATOR JOE CANADA 

Before summarizing legislative action taken last week ijy 
tt»e General Assembly, I would like to express my sincere 
admiration and gratitude to ttte returning prisoners of War and 
their families. in Virginia Seacti lor-theJrmstiaftefatile.courage^ 
in ttic face of sucli difficult circumstances wtiich ttiey tiave 
endured over ttie past years. My colleagues in tt»e House and 
Senate agree that the statements made by Captain Jeremiah 
Denton. Jr. and Captain James Mulligan upon their arrival at 
Clarke Air Force Base were the most moving that we had ever 
heard. We continue to hope for the safe return of all of our 
Prisoners of War and men missing in action. 

The Senate last week approved a revised Sunday Blue Law 
which legalizes the unrestricted sale of food on Sunday. The 
bill, passed last Wednesday, does not include the pro! its to 
charity clause, whereby operators donate a percentage of their 
Sunday income to charity. An amendment attached to the bill 
provides for the protection of those who do not wish to work on 
Sunday by making it a misdemeanor for any food store 
operator to fire employees who refuse to work on Sunday . 

The Bingo Bill was passed in the House last week by a 68 24 
v'ote. The bill makes it possible for churches and certain other 
non profit organizations to sponsor bingo and raffles, with an 
annual permit from their Boards of Supervisors. The bill is now 
in the General Laws Committee of the Senate. 

Also passed in the House of Delegates last week was the 
huge 320 page bill which reorganizes Virginia's environmental 
agencies under a new section called the Department of Con 
servation. Development and Natural Resources. The bill. 
Weighing 4^ - pounds, was introduced by Delegate Lewis Mc 
Murran, Jr. of Newport News. 

The 4 environmental divisions that would be consolidated 
under the one "umbrella" department include 

The Division of Environmental Quality, composed of the 
present Air and Water Control Boards; 

The Division of Natural Resources, composed of the present 
Department of Conservation and Economic Development; 

The Division of Game and Inland Fisheries, and 

The Division of Marine Resources Commissicm. 

The overall department would be headed by a Com 
missioner to be appointed by the Governor and approved by the 
General Assembly. I think that the outcome of this bill is of 
great consequence to iJs in Virginia Beach because of the 
present concerns that we have with controlling beach erosion 
and water pollution. 

In other legislative action last week at the Capitol 
Governor Holton signed into law a bill restoring the IS 
years 8 months age at which a young person is eligible to get a 
learner's permit for driving. 

Two bills authorizing loans to college students must un 
dergo court tests for constitutionality One offers loans to 
Virginians enrolling in private colleges, and the other, based on 
need, would provide loans for students attending either private 
or public institutions. Both include payback features requiring 
recipients to work or live in the State for stipulated periods. 

The House of Delegates last week passed House Bill 1868 
adding teeth to current laws regarding welfare abuses. In the 
past year, there was a case where an individual had violated 
welfare regulations by not reporting extra sources of income to 
the Welfare Department. When tried in court, the person could 
not be found guilty because of the inadequacies in the existing 
laws dealing with delcaration of other income sources. House 
Bill 1868 provides penalties for welfare recipients in these 
circumstances, and I feel that the bill will do much to decrease 
the number of welfare abuses reported in the Commonwealth.

The Virginia General Assembly headed into its final week 
JF^turuary 19^4) of- the -extended '^hof^-sesston" wftti -Hv 
starting load of 1,200 bills reduced to just over 400 

Wednesday's (Feb. 15) cut off deadline for bills to be acted 
on by the House in which they originated showed the House of 
Delegates having passed just over 200 and the Senate 1^8 (In 
the final week the House will be acting on the Senate passed 
bills and the Senate on the House passed bills.) 

Among the controversial' bills to pass the House in the final 
days before the February 15th cut off were proposals legalizing 
bingo for non profit and charitable organizations, setting up the 
state's first no fault insurance plan and creating a state 
department of ecology which would administer all agencies 
involved in environmental control work 

Some bills, however, did not survive on the House floor. 
Among those killed was a proposal seeking meet and confer" 
legislation for public employees. Another such bill introduced 
by Virginia Beach Delegate Glenn B McClanan would 
establish a study commission to look into ways of insuring that 
municipalities selling water and other utility services to non 
residents provide good quality service at fair rates. This bill, 
introduced by Delegate McClanan. seeking the study com 
mission was the last to come before the House of Delegates 
before the February 15 cutoff and was killed by a voice vote 
after Norfolk Virginia Beach Delegates, Joseph A Leafe and 
Robert Washington spoke against it, as Delegate Thomas Moss 
had previously done in committee. 

McClanan said Virginia Beach citizens like those in some 20 
or soother localities In the state which buy utilities from neigh 
boring cities and counties. 

HOUSE APPROVES ALLOCATIONS 

Reducing Governor Holtbn's mini-budget by $34.5 million, 
the House of Delegates has approved allocations totaling $70.1 
millfon to supplement the 1972-74 biennial budget. 

Largest single Item, $24.7 million, was earmarked for 
quality education and will be distributed under new State 
local school aid formula to IDS of Virginia's 135 school 
divisions. Fifty four school divisions will be expected to boost 
their own contributions by varying amounts from local sources. 
The formula requires cities and counties to spend on public 
education a minimum of 80 cents for $100 true tax value. 

Another $13.6 million will provideone step raises fOr all State 
employees and larger increases for some employees in low 
salary positions. 

The committee reduced several items in the budget 
recommended "by the Governor, including some public welfare 
categories. It also served notice to localities that the State will 
not finance payments to persons who should not receive aid nor 
will it back overpayments to welfare recipients. Capital outlay 
requests were also trimmed. 

Cuts were made because of the uncertainty of federal 
assistance in categorical grants and in Revenue sharing funds 
and because House Appropriations members have reservations 
about adopting budgets at the odd year sessions. 
VOTERSMAY DECIDE ON BETTING 

The fate of race tracks and pari-mutuel betting In Virginia is 
up to the House of Delegates first, and then perhaps to the 
people of Virginia. 

This past week the Senate passed by a vote of 27 to 13 a 
substantially amended bill which originally called for the 
legalization of pari-mutuel betting in the Commonwealth. As it 
emerged 'from f^he Senate, t+ie proposal provi des two op 
|)orlunifies Tor citizens to express themselves. 

First, a statewide referendum would have to be held at this 
year's General Election to determine the wishes of the entire 
electorate on the question. Then, before any locality could open 
a race track under the strict regulations of the Commission set 
up by the bill, voters of that locality and the majority of all 
others in the surrounding cities and counties would have to 
approve the venture In further referendums. 

The amended version went to th6 House General Laws 
Committee. Opinion was divided on the sort of reception the 
committee may give the measure and on its chances should if 
go to the House floor. 

Senator^ generally agreed that on an issue as far reaching as 
pari mAJtuel betting the voters should make the ultimate 
decisions, but reserved the right to oppose the measure in the 
referendum. 
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Beware of the d<^napper ' 

— MilHon.s of dollars" worth of d<^s are stolen every yjsar by 
thieves who sell them in the booming pet market. Some stden 
dogs eventually wind up in laboratories through semiclan- 
destine "dog auctions." 

A thief can get as much as $100 for a well-bred "German 
shepherd. It's not diffiailt for dognappers, sometimes called 
"bunchers" (because they sell dogs in bunches), to be able to 
round up. say. 20 German shepherds in one week's time. 

Thai can bring in as much as $2,000 which isn't bad for one 
week's work. Dogs sold for eventual laboratory use don't bring 
as much money. The original thief may get up to $10 for one dog 
(only $200 for 20) and a dealer may be able to mark the dog up to 
$.3.'i for resale to a laboratory. So the pet market is the major 
dumping ground for stolen dogs. 

But. you say, hou can a person run up and grab a jdog such as 
a German shepherd without risking a severely chewed hand? 
Easy Dognappers simply get a female in heat and lead her 
around the area to attract males. The males will follow her 
blindly right into the dognapper's truck. 

Females are more difficult but, if necessary, they can be 
captured by using a tranquilizer gun. 

To avoid having your dog end up in a dognapper's truck or 
car. there is one thing you can do which is relatively simple and 
inexpensive. Have the dog tattooed with a registered iden- 
tification mark. 

An investigator who works for Various dog breeder 
associations claims dognappers shy away from tattooed dogs. 
They know that dealers usually won't take them because pet 
shops, smart individual buyers and laboratories do not want to 
get caught with a tattooed dog 

If your dog qualifies for membership in a local breed club, 
vou might be able to get the tattooing done for as little as $3. 
Individual tattooers charge around $6 for the job and some 
veterinarians charge up to $12 or so. Local breed clubs and 
veterinarians usually know the tattooers. 

What identifying number is best? Opinions vary. Some an- 
tidognappers feel an owner's Social Security number registered 
throi,igh The National Dog Registry is a good idea. It costs $15 
for lifetime membership and any number of dogs can be 
registered For more information, write: National Dog 
Registry; 227 Stebbias Rd.; Carmel, N.Y. 10512. 

Others feel that a recognized kennel club registry number 
may be better.: If your dog is registered with the American 
Kennel Club (AKC). you can tatto the number (usually two 
letters and six numbers) inside the right hind leg up near the 
body. You can do the same thing with a dog that's registered 
with the I'nited Kennel Club (uses letters H or C plus six rujm- 
hersi. 

Anyone finding a dog with these markings can phone the 
-kennel ehtbjMjT the tiattonati^Registry for identtltcat 
the owner. 

If yai have a tattooed dog that's stolen or lost, you should 
immediately notify U.S. Department of Agriculture Veterinary 
Services located in your state's capital. District of Columbia 
residents should use the USDA station in College Park, Md., and 
Florida residents should use the Jacksonville station. The USDA 
licenses and regulates dog dealers who .sell to laboratories or to 
pet shops and all inspectors are notified of your lost dog's 
description and tattoo marking 

After notifying your U.SDA-veterihary representative, make 
a check of all the county or municipal dog pounds within a 25- 
mile area Ke*p checking every day

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City starts centraKzed data bank 



Cyrene Dear 
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The City of Virginia Beach, 
under the direction of William 
Smith's management services 
office, has devel(q)ed a new 
centralized date bank called the 
Municipal Automated In- 
formation Network (MAIN). 

MAIN was designed to con- 
solidate all general information 
about property and citizois (rf 
the city. The system contains 
only information already on file 
with the city. 

The netw(M-k will contain two 
principal indexes upon com- 
pletion. One is a land inventory 
index and the other is a citizen 
informaticHi index. 

MAIN will be completed in 
three to five years. Curraitly, 
the process of collecting in- 
formation for the centralized 
system is still going on. 

The impetus for the start kA 
MAIN was provided by the new 
property reassessment recentiy 
completed by the city real 
estate assessor's office. 
Prt^rty information is the only 



information being put into the 
system at this time. 

The land inventory index, 
when completed, will include 
the following infwmation: 

-f Each piece (tf land will 
have its own number. This 
number will be coordinated 
with the new Community 
Services mapping system. 

-f- There will l^ a legal 
description of the property. 

■¥ Property owners, past and 
present, will be listed. 

■¥ A history of taxes, 
assessments and improvements 
on the property. 

-t- A history of the property's 
past selling prices. 

-f- How the property is zoned. 

-f- Utilities available on the 
property. 

According to the city, the 
purpose (rf Uie land inventory 
index is to obtain any in- 
formation on a specific piece of 
property by going to one source. 
MAIN will eventually contain a 
street file index locating each 



piece of property by streets. 
Ultimately, tiie property will 
also be identified with traffic 
information and location of 
street lights and stq) signs. 

Upon completion, MAIN 
should be able to provide a list 
of every piece of property in the 
city which matches a certain 
desc|iption fed into the com- 
puter. 

The citizen information index 
will include census-type data, 
such as: 

Voter registration. 
Accounts receivable-lax

Much of the informatim in the 
citizen information index will be 
expanded as MAIN nears 
completion. The information 
about citizens is prqyided by the 
citizens themselves to the city. 
MAIN will not be used in any 
way to collect information 
about citizens; it will be used 
strictly to compile information 
already available. 

The centralized data bank 
became necessary because of 
thecity's rapid growth. Virginia 
Beach has grown by almost 
50,000 residents since the 1970 
census. 

The information system will 
be expanded and extended as 
the city continues to grow and 
further classifications and 
indexes will be added to MAIN 
as the need arises.

WASHINGTON, DC. - "Let each of us ask not just what will 
government do for me, but what can I do for myself." - Richard M. 
Nixon, second inaugural address. 

The President, in the first of his series of State of the Union 
messages to Congress, has emphasized a basic change in social 
philosophy. No one will deny that individual responsibility is a 
worthy goal to strive to achieve, but the country has many citizens 
who are incapable of such responsibility and they must be taken 
care of. The President's plan is to get the loafers off welfare and 
working, but will there be jobs enough? 

The Nixon budget has been presented and defended by 
Secretary George Shultz and other administi-ative advisor. We 
commend them for cutting waste and red tape in government. We 
agree that there is overlapping, unnecessary expenditure and 
propaganda in some of the federal programs. Justifications for 
some of the budget cutting are philosophically sound, but they are 
also controversial because they affect the lives of the nation's 25 
million poor. 

The fight in Congress for the social legislation projects of 
previous years is already being waged. Because education, health 
and conservation in various forms are difficult results to measure, 
it will take time for the President's budget cuts to be evaluated and 
voted upon. 

The war is considered over. . .Yet the Defense budget calls fcr 
an increase in order to offset inflation and pay the salaries to a 
volunteer army. The President promises that in his future 
messages to Uie Congress he will offer "social compassion and 
national excellence" as opposed to "good intrations and fuzzy 
follow-through" which he thinks has been the rule.

The 
moments are as restless, as the 
waves that move the sea, and 
every second means, a step 
nearer my love to thee." 

About 25 minutes after their 
arrival the men wpre joined by 
their families in the waiting 
cars and rushed to Portsmouth 
Naval HosDital to begin sharing 
much-deserved and long await- 
ed privacy, and attempt to erase 
the long years of loneliness, 
fear, and anxiety which before 
long hopefully will become 
forgotten memwies, 

Capt, Denton, senior officer of 
the returnees, had spent the last 
nearly seven-dnd-a-half years 
in an enemy' prison camp. 
Denton was shot down on July 
18, l%5, while flying his A-6 
Intruder jet on a combat, 
missiort over North Vietnam. 
He is 48 years of age, and 
veteran of 26 years service as a ■ 
Navy pilot. 

Capt. Mulligan was confined 
by the enemy for nearly the last 
seven years, after being downed 
March 20, 1966 while operating 
his A-4 Skyhawk in a combat 
mission over North Vietnam. 
He has a service record of 25 



years as a Navy pilot, and is 46 
years of age. 

Lt. Cmdr. Galanti has spent 
not only tte majority of years of 
his marriage as a-POW, but 
likewise that of his military 
career. His A-4 Skyhawk jet was 



shot down on June 17, 1966. He 
has spent the last six-and-a-half 
years of his ten-and-a-half years 
as a Navy pilot as a POW, after 
beiag captured during a strike 
mission over North Vietnam. 
He is 33 years of age.

When asked how the children 
have reacted after being 
without their father for some 
seven years Mrs. Mulligan 
replies, "You can look into their 
faces and tell they are very 
proud of him, and glad to have 
him home again." 

As for the future Mrs. Galanti 
said, "The life and the marriage 
we have now is going to be 
better than before." 

Among questions uppermost 
in everyone's mind is the 
cOTidition of the men after many 
years of confinement, and how 
they occupied themselves 
during captivity. 

Mrs. Galanti said, "Paul 
seemed to spend a lot of his time 
learning languages, and their 
exercise program seemed to 
help a lot. He hopped right up 
yesterday and started doing 
push-ups. He says he feels 
better now than when he was 



shot down." 

Concerning Capt. Mulligan 
his wife Louise said, "Jim 
Mulligan is the same person 
now as when he went over," As 
to occupying their time Mrs. 
Mulligan said, "They obviously 
picked each others brain in 
exchanging their knowledge 
about different things." 

In describing her husband's 
general condition Mrs. Denton 
said, "I can only judge by the 
way he looks now, he is 2a 
pounds lighter." To occupy his 
mimi during captivity she said 
Capt. Denton, "...built a house 
in his mind. He wants a place on 
the water, he wants the children 
to have a base to come home to 
whenever they want to," 

If any one statement could 
summarize the attitude of these 
men after being returned home 
it perhaps is that from Mrs. 
Galanti, who said, "They feel 
like they've actually been 
welcomed home."

Moments after his arrival 
Tschudy was joined by his wife 
and son in a waiting auto and 
were rushed to Portsmouth 
1^}avat ttospital and quarters 
specially prepared for their 
use while he undergoes further 
medical tests. 

Tschudy's plane landed at 
7:35 p.m., and ten minutes later 
he and his family were leaving 
the air station. 

Tschudy left the , hospital 
briefly Monday afternoon with 
his wife and son for a short visit 
to the family's new home in 
Virginia Beach. 

He was taken captive July 18-, 
1965 while on a combat mission 
over North Vietnam. He was the 
bombardier-navigator in an A-6 
Intruder jet piloted by Capt, 
Jeremiah A. Denton, Jr., also of 
Virginia Beach. He is 37 years 
old and had spent nearly seven- 
and-a-half years of his ten-and- 
a-half year military career in 
captivity. 



Salt pollution of soil around 
roots of trees and shrubs occurs 
during winter, especially after 
the two heavy snows we 
recently had in Virginia Beach.

Such shallow rooted trees as 
dogwood, beech and sugar 
maple show effects first; 
deeper-rooted trees later. 
Concentrated quantities of salt 
wash down from ^inclines and 
are most dangerous. Shrubs and 
other fine plantings around 



homes are unsuspected targets 
of salt used to make sidewlks 
and patios winter-safe. 

In spring, injury shows up. 
Growth is retarded. Leaves 



Gypsy moth caterpillars 
defoliated an estimated 
1,361,500 acres of woodland in 9 
northeastern states last sum- 
mer, the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture has reported. And 
the harmful gypsy moth is 
moving into Virginia, warns 
John Weidhaas, associate 
professor and entomologist at 
Virginia Tech. 

Control of gypsy moths has 
become a severe problem since 
the abolishment of DDT. Oaks, 
hemlock and white pine are

mistaken for cold and winter- 
wind injury. 

For home owners it is ad- 
visable to make drives and 
walks winter-safe by using sand, 
ashes or fertilizer. Where salt 
injury is suspected, soil around 
shrubs and trees should be 
flushed with water early in the 
spring. Better still, use in- 
vigoration-injecting liquid 
nutrients around the roots. This 
both flushes away salt and 
stimulate new growth and 
restores lost vigor.

World Book calls the female 
gypsy moth the enemy of all 
shade and fruit trees. It is white 
or snuffcolored and has 
wingspread of 2-3 inches. It 
seldom flies. The caterpillars 
hatch in the spring and reach 
their full size of 3 inches by 
midsummer. They are brown 
with tufts of hairs. Five pairs of 
blue spots and 6 pairs of red 
spots are located on their backs!

A Whitehurst resolution calls 
for an agreement with Canada 
f(H- ak Absolute and immediate 
moratorium on tire killing of the 
eastern timber wolf. 

Jethro, one of the two wolves, 
is experienced at public 
presentations. He was honored 
by the Fund for Animals, Inc., 
an animal protection group, 
after he was transported 
throu^out the nation for an 
animal protection public 
relations campaiga 

Whitehurst last summer was 
the first human to be honored by 
the Fund f(H- Animals. 

Some ote^rvers on Capitol

poise protection tnll. Others are 
speculatyig on possible 
publicity stunts for a |M-(^)Osed 
international mwatorium on 
killing pdar bears.

Virginia Beach NOW fights for human liberation

"We have only lost a batUe, 
wehave not-lost the war." Mrs. 
Betsy Bretz, the president of the 
Virginia Beach Chapter of the 
National Organization for 
Women, said last week at the 
news that the Equal Rights 
Amendment had not been voted 
out of committee in Richmond. 

"Regardless of how the 
committee members felt about 
the amendment, they owed it to 
the women of this state to vote it 
to the floor and let all the 
delegates decide," said Mrs. 
Bretz. "We understand that 
there was terrific pressure on 
the committee members not to 
vote it out, and put individual 
memt>ers on the spot. This to 
me is very undemocratic." 

Mrs. Bretz had made the trip 
to Richmond February 1 with 
approximately 30 other Virginia 
Beach women to t^tify before 
the House committee in favor of 
the ERA. The group traveled in 
a bus chartered by NOW fw the 
purpose, and Mrs. Bretz said 
that they are ready to do the 
same thing next year if the 
amendment is re^introduced. 
Mrs. Bretz carried with her a 
statement from Congressman 
G. William Whitehurst en- 
dorsing the amendment. 

"We have seven years in 
which to get 38 states to ratify 
the ERA," Mrs. Bretz continued 
in an interview at her Pem- 
broke Meadows home this 
week. "True, they say no 
amendment has ever been 
ratified that didn't get the 
necessary votes in the first two 
years, but this is a special case. 
The ERA was first intro(hiced in 
Cmtgress in 1923. Time is on our 
side. If it is not ratified by 38 
states before next year, we'll 
try again inHichmond. 

"All over Richmond last week 
you could hear the comment, 
'Nobody wants to stick their 
neck out because it's an election 
year,' " she added. "That's a 
pretty bad way to run the state, 
that you can't discuss anything 



conta'oversial in -anr-^lection - 
year." 

Tlie Virginia Beach Chapter 
of >|0W averages about 30 to> 35 
wcmten at a meeting, which are 
held every secomi Tuesday, and 
occasionally more often, at 
Bayside Presbyterian Churdl 
at the corner of Ewell Road and 
Independence Blvd. 

Although all age groups ami 
professions are represented, 
Mrs. Bretz said, from 
homemakers to service women, 
many of the members are 
service wives who have a 
special interest in the ERA 
because of discriminatory state 
laws in their home states or 
states where they might live in 
the future. 

"Del. J. Warren White of 
Nn-folk who voted against the 
bill, just showed that he didn't 
think much of all the service 
wives in his area," said Mrs. 
Bretz. "I think the women 
should OTganize against the 
delegates who voted the ERA 
down and run someone else in 
their place in the next election. " 

Many of the NOW members 
are also members of the 
national and state Women's 
Political Caucus, and the local 
NOW intends to keep its ERA 
Task Force, or committee, 
active in working for the ERA 
and other non-partisan issues of 
interest to women, according to 
Mrs. Bretz. 

Other interests of the group, 
wMch organized locally last 
fall, include day care centers, 
eliminating sexism in text- 
books, the right oS the individual 
to choose in matters pertaining 
to reproduction, and equal 
opportunities in jobs and 
educaticm. 

In the matter of abortion, 
NOWTiiembers stress that they 
believe in the right of the in- 
dividual to choose when and if 
they will complete a pregnancy. 
Several o( their members are 
also active with the Virginia 
Beach Branch of Planned 
Parenthood.

Pleased with the recent 
Supreme Court decision which 
said that women had the right of 
abortion during the first three 
months of pregnancy, members 
of the local NOVV Task Force on 
Reproductive Freedom will be 
keenly interested in the way in 
which that decision will be 
carried out at the local level, by 
individual doctors and 
hospitals, since a state law 
bringing Virginia into line with 
the recent decision is being 
debated in Richmond. 

NOW was the first organized 
on the national level in 1966. Its 
first president was author Betty 
Friedan, whose "Feminine 
Mystique", a 1963 book about 
the unsatisfying lives of 
suburban women who felt 
frustrated because they were 
not using all their education and 
talents, is one of the "Bibles" of 
the movement. 

This week, a delegation of 
about eight women from the 
local NOW, including Mrs. 
Bretz, will attend the national 
convei^tion of NOW in 
Washington. The organization, 
the largest and best-known of 
the new women's liberation 
groups, now numbers thousands 
of members and has chapters in 
all 50 states. 

The first chapter of NOW was 
organized in Tidewater. in 1969, 



and met in Norfolk from then 
until August, 1972, when it 
joined with several other 
Norfolk groups in a coalition 
called the Women's Resource 
Center, which meets at the 
YWCA^in Norfolk — -^.^^^.-^. 



However, several Virginia 
Beach women who had attended 
NOW meetings in Norfolk were 
anxious for a chapter closer 
home, to specifically study the 
problems of Virginia Reach 
women in the areas (A job op- 
portunities and education, and 
their organizational meeting 
last November attracted some 
30 women. 

The married memliers of 
NOW agree that their husbands 
are both interested in the group 
and support its ideals of 
equality. 

"I think my husband is kind of 
proud," said one Oceana pilot's 
wife. "People used to think 
anyone in women's liberation 
was really far-out radical and 
unhappy, but our group isn't 
like that at all. It's become an 
'in' thing to have a cc^y of 
"MS" on your coffee table." 
(MS. is a new women's 
magazine, edited by Gloria 
Steinem and other feminists, to 
which the local NOW sells 
subscriptions. ) 

Mrs. Bretz, a native of 
Florida, is the wife of Navy Lt. 



Cmdr. Craig Bretz, and the 
mother of two sons. The vice 
president of NOW is Mrs. Vera 
Henderson, a mother of two 
children,' and the wife of Horace 
Hienderson, who was an in- 
-dependent candidate for the 
U.S. Senate last fall. The 
secretary-treasurer is Mrs. 
Lydia Howard, the wife of Navy 
Lt. Cmdr. Harlan C. Howard. 

The Howard's 11-year-old 
daughter, Debbie, also went to 
Richmond to testify in behalf of 
the ERA, but was not called 
because of time limitations on 
the hearings, much to her 
disappointment. She had 
planned to tell the committee 
that she favored the ERA 
because she wanted to be a , 
doctor, and was against any 
type of a "quota system" for 
medical colleges. At the present 
time, only seven percent of the 
doctors in America are women. 

The local NOW gets several 

inquiries every week from 
persons who beneve they have 
been discriminated against 
because of their sex. Such 
persons are advised to write the 
Equal Employment Op- 
portunity Commission, 1800 G. 
Street NW, Washington DC. 
2(^06. or the Women's Bureau of 
the U.S. Department of Labor, 
Washington. 
Although most of the cases 



invdve women who say they 
are bdng paid less than a man 
for the same work, one 6t the 
members recently heard about 
a firm where a man is being 
paid tl>e same as the women, 
but is expected to work nights 
when none of the women want to 
be out alone. 

"If a man is expected to do 
extra work because of his sex, 
then it ought to be in the job 
description, and he should be 
paid more," said one (rf the 
members. 

The incident proves one of the 
beliefs of the organization, that 
no (me wins in the matter of sex 
discrimination. Women's 
liberation is ultimately human 
liberation.
